Intercept dated 16 February 1953 at 1655; HOCHWALD calling Herr SCHMIDT of the 

Polizeipraeaidum 

The first sf half of this intercept deals with Guenther SCHULZ, who seems to know 

something about the LINSE kidnapping. The second half deals. with ROE HER. 

S. What's the matter with our friend? 

Yf. I spoke today with the mother and the wife. It seems to be very clear. 

S. Namely, from the Moselaner. The one that was waiting for him ordered wine, which 
the two of them drsnk, after which there is no trace. 

W. Yes, the man from the East called Granny and told her that he will be late. 
Nevertheless, he came early. 

S. He had an appointment with WOLFGANG for the next day. 

W. The following: This man sits in the Moselaner and orders a fourth a liter of 

wine and two glasses. This in itself is rather strange. Sunday a relative of 
the HELLING family drove to the other side to find out what happened to HELLING. 
The man allegedly was working, but he got the answer that the night before Anton 
came home at 2015 hours. That ; is‘ very possible since both gentlemen allegedly 
left the restaurant at 1930. This, to me, seemed very interesting. Sunday there 
was a conversation with the girlfriend of the East man. When she was told on 
the telephone that WOLFGANG is at home, which naturally was not the truth, she 
wbs extremely embarrassed. When Frau HELLING repeated her invitation in honor 
of WOLFGANG'S birthday and emphasized that she was expected, she gave the excuse 
that ANTON is sick and cannot come. During the course of this conversation, she 
did not congratuSate or ask WOLFGANG to the telephone, which xka would have been 
the natural thing to do. ANTON repeatedly visited in the spartment of the 
HELLINO's and had told Frau HELLING that the woman had threatened to betray him. 
All this leads to no other conclusion than the one that the man made HELLING un- 
conscious with the aid of drugged wine and then drove (probably by subway) him. 
to the Warschauer Bruecke or Potsdamer Platz. I recommended tod#y to Frau 
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HELLING today that she should speak to the men on duty at the stations Warschauer 
Bruecke and Potsdamer Plata in order tc find out whether anything unusual was 
noticed. It again is very stupidly managed from the other side since one knows 
the executor. But then again one becomes aware that in the West one still does 
hot count with the human cruelty of the other side,
